class plan to curb juvenile delinquency by 
forming a junior police force in Edmonton, 

Chief Constable Reg Jennings is study- 
ing the brief submitted by Constable Mc- 
Naughton. If he is half as favorably im- 
pressed as others, including this writer, 
have been, the plan should go into opera- 
tion in Edmonton with the least possible 
delay. 

Constable McNaughton’s proposal is to 
establish in each of the city’s public schools 
a police cadet system under which pupils 
would become accredited police constables, 
organized exactly as the Edmonton force 
is organized and engage in preventive 
work among children. 

The beauty of the plan is that it would 
not only check vandalism at its very source

but would probably attract into its num- 
bers those very children whose restless- 
ness has been responsible for a great deal 
of juvenile vandalism. 

In other words, the plan would harness 
on the side of law and order much of that 
uncontrolled energy and exuberance which 
at present gets boys into trouble. 

Constable McNaughton’s brief goes 
into extensive detail and covers the mat- 
ters of organization, authority and merit 
awards. 

But it is the general principles and the 
results which chiefly interest the public, 
who suffer from vandalism and the school 
board to whose task of developing char- 
acter among children this plan would make 
a rich contribution. 

The entire police force is to be com- 
mended for having among its ranks such 
thoughtful, enterprising and resourceful 
young men as Constable McNaughton. 


Air Schedule Hits Edmonton 


The new schedule of Trans-Canada Air- 
lines which proposes to so curtail daily 
flights from this city that the last plane 
would leave Edmonton each day at 5:15 
p.m,, is an intolerable interference with 
Edmonton’s right to a rapid and uninter- 
rupted air mail service. 

Under the present schedule, the last 
Trans-Canada plane leaves this city at 
7:55 each evening. This permits business 
offices to get their air mail to the post of- 
fice before closing time. 

It also permits the great volume of 
mail from Yellowknife, Yukon and Alaska 
to connect with the main line service with- 
out interruption. 


But the new schedule would necessi- 
tate closing of final air mails at the post 
office at 4 p.m., an unreasonable hour to 
expect business houses to close off their 
important communications for the day. 

It would also leave northern mail 
stranded in Edmonton for a full 12 hours 
before it could be carried to Calgary 
to be taken aboard transcontinental air- 
craft. 

The change is unwarranted. It repre- 
sents a restriction of service at the very 
moment when Edmonton’s growth and 
importance demand an extension of air 
services,

As the plane hit the woods a fall- 
ing tree crashed into a cottage on 
the estate. One woman occupant 
of the cottage was slightly hurt 
Miss H. M. Gaskell, owner of the 
estate, said five children who also 
were in the cottage escaped injury 

The big plane ripped 60 yards 
through a woodland and disinte- 
grated Flying low along a valley, 
it just missed the nearby hamlet of 
Chute before striking the hilltop.

They said the possibility that 
he might have taken a picture of 
the bandit, who thrust a “stickup” 
note to teller Doreen Brown, is 
not being overlooked.

he felt the bank robber “may have 
been in the background of one of 
my pictures.”

YOUR BABY AND MINE 


Night Feeding Easier 
With Nursing Baby 


By Myrtle Meyer Eldred : 
For the first two or three months after the baby is born | 
there will probably be at least one night feeding. This may 
come at 10 o'clock, with the baby sleeping until morning, or 


it may come around midnight. 

It is unwise to make any attempt to establish an hour 
for night feedings that may be convenient to the parent. A 
wide-awake, hungry baby will nurse or take the bottle satis-| 
factorily, an awakened baby will sleep through the feeding 
and be wide-eyed an hour or go later and ravenous for food. 


The nursing baby is the easiest | 
to feed at night. The mother should 
sit up while she nurses the baby 
to prevent falling asleep with the 
baby beside her, But, she can be 
comfortable and warm and the 
father can assume the chore of put- 
ting the baby back into his bas- 
sinet 

The warming of the bottle need 
not be too complicated if prepara- 
tions are made for it. An electric, 
bottle warmer is convenient and 
a tablespoon. of water will suffice 
to bring the bottle to a tepid heat 
in a few minutes 

A small, electric plate on which 
is set a deep, small utensil can be 
used to heat the bottle.
